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GHI COMMITTEE TO 
STUDY TAA SURVEY

At last Thursday’s brief contin¬ 
uation meeting, Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. general manager Roy Brea- 
shears expressed concern over the 
backlog of maintenance calls that 
were building up — “primarily in 
connection with capital improve¬ 
ment items.” This was because the 
capital improvement program had 
been suspended for 1972, pending 
the conduct of the structural sur¬ 
vey (TAA survey), he said. Some of 
these capital improvements can no 
longer be postponed, he said, and 
therefore the maintenance office 
has been swamped with calls. 

Although he didn’t say so, the 
implication was that the corporation 
should get going on whatever de¬ 
cisions it is going to make with 
respect to the recommendations of 
TAA. At Thursday’s meeting, the 
board decided to appoint an ad-hoc 
committee whose sole purpose would 
be to evaluate the TAA survey. It 
hoped that members of this com¬ 
mittee drawn from the membership 
would have some experience as ar¬ 
chitects, engineers, or journeymen 
in fields relating to housing con¬ 
struction and renovation. The ad- 
hoc committee would serve as tech¬ 
nical liaison to the Planning 
Committee which has over-all 
responsibility for developing plans 
for the renovation of the structures. 

The board approved the hiring 
of a professional assessor, Melville 
H. Peters, for consultation purposes 
in connection with the appeal GHI 
has filed with the county Appeals 
’Board regarding the $3.7 million in¬ 
crease in GHI’s property assess¬ 
ment. The assessed valuation of 
GHI before the increase was 
$7,840,590. A hearing date is sched¬ 
uled for September 5. 

The board received a request by 
an Eastway member that he be 
allowed to purchase the garage next 
to the garage he now owns for the 
purpose of converting both garages 
into bedrooms. After getting as¬ 
surances that the conversion would 
not create parking problems in the 
area and that the neighbors ap¬ 
proved, the board approved with 
Norman Weyel and Don Volk dis¬ 
senting. Board policy had previous¬ 
ly been against a member owning 
more than one garage. 


Mobile Health Unit 

Henry Fisher of the Lions Club 
reports that the Maryland Health 
Dept. Mobile Units were here on 
Friday, August 4, between the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 2 p.m. at the 
mall in the Center and took 379 
X-rays and tested 204 people for 
diabetes. Five recipients of dia¬ 
betes tests were told to seek fur¬ 
ther examination.

Letter of Credit Extended 

Alerted on August 20 by council 
woman Rhea Cohen that the $95,000 
irrevocable letter of credit securing 
developer Alan Kay’s agreement to 
reimburse the city for the purch¬ 
ase of 5 acres of open-space in 
connection with the Greenbriar pro¬ 
ject had expired, the city moved 
rapidly to have the developer ex¬ 
tend the letter. By the end of 
business on Tuesday, August 22, 
the city had in its hands a new let¬ 
ter of credit for a six-month period 
for the same amount provided by 
Kay. 

The original agreement between 
Kay and the city of Greenbelt was 
signed on August 9, 1971 and pro¬ 
vided that it would go into effect 
when the developer obtains build¬ 
ing permits authorizing construc¬ 
tion of the luxury-type Greenbriar 
project pursuant to the special ex¬ 
ceptions. To secure the payment 
of the moneys promised by the de¬ 
veloper, the city was provided with 
an irrevocable letter of credit from 
United Virginia Bank for $95,000. 
The letter of credit was good for 
a year, subject to renewal. 

Kay told the News Review that 
the letter of credit will be “renew¬ 
ed and extended for whatever time 
period is necessary.” He said, “I 
intend to honor the agreement, 
which was not abrogated when the 
letter of credit expired.”

Proposals for Better 
Living Given Council 

A series of proposals dealing with 
environmental and “better living” 
matters was introduced by coun¬ 
cil member Rhea Cohen at the 
Monday, August 14, city council 
meeting. The major suggestions 
called for the city to investigate 
possibilities of getting aid or 
grants from various outside agen¬ 
cies to help improve the city’s to¬ 
tal environment. The council, nev¬ 
er one to turn down financial as¬ 
sistance, readily agreed to having 
city maager James Giese inves¬ 
tigate the possibilities and report 
back to council. 

One of Mrs. Cohen’s proposals 
called for the city to contact the 
Maryland Environmental Service 
regarding a grant for a solid waste 
recycling center and for aid in 
stopping oil pollution in Greenbelt 
Lake. 

Another proposal asked for the 
city to contact the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Natural Resources for 
study funds and planning grants for 
bicycle and pedestrian overpasses 
across the major highways so as to 
join Greenbelt neighborhoods. Mrs. 
Cohen also thought that the U.S. 
and Maryland Departments of 
Transportation might have bicycle 
trail funds. 

A third proposal will seek plan¬ 
ning funds and grants for an in- 
-city bus fine. A representative of 
the Washington Suburban Transit 
Commission, Edgar Courtema ch, 
advised that the city contact the 
Washington Council of Govern¬ 
ments to determine what funds are 
available for demonstration projects 
and capital acquisitions. He indi¬ 
cated that all sorts of experiments 
are going on in this field, including 
arrangements of a limousine-type 
service which picks up people upon 
call. 

Another suggestion was a request 
to the State Health Department Of¬ 
fice of Air Quality Control for a 
mobile air pollution monitor to test 
the levels of air pollutants and car¬ 
bon monoxide at the Beltway and 
Parkway interchanges and Kenil- 
worth-Greenbelt intersection. 

A final proposal, also accepted by 
council, called for the Community 
Relations Advisory Board to eval¬ 
uate dts ability to help tenants se¬ 
cure their rights and solve prob¬ 
lems specific to rental housing, es¬ 
pecially in light of new landlord- 
tenant legislation being proposed at 
the county level. 


Caution 

The Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment cautions people, particu¬ 
larly children, not to go alone 
into isolated parts of the lake- 
park and other wooded areas.

Greenbelt students who are sche¬ 
duled to attend Parkdale Senior 
High School would not have been 
affected by the proposed desegre¬ 
gation plan that was unveiled by 
the staff of the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education on 
Monday, August 21. The plan, 
which called for the reassignment 
of about 3,000 white and 2,000 black 
students from 17 of the 18 county 
high schools, was turned down, 
however, by the school board in a 
4 to 4 vote. The county school sys¬ 
tem is presently 22% black. 

Nevertheless, the plan, along with 
reports on the development of oth¬ 
er desegration plans, will be sub¬ 
mitted to the U. S. District Court 
for consideration as directed by the 
July 25 order of Federal Judge 
Frank A. Kaufman. The court 
has scheduled a hearing on these 
plans for tomorrow, August 25, in 
Baltimore, and could impose a plan 
upon the county. 

Under the defeated school board 
staff plan, the composition of the 
10th and 11th grades at Parkdale 
would have been 1,272 white and 
435 black. The present distribution 
is 1,663 white and 67 black. In any 
event, 12th grade students would 
have remained at the schools where 
they were enrolled last year. As 
the result of the shift, the total 
projected enrollment of Parkdale 
would have dropped slightly from 
2,520 to 2,497. There are approxi¬ 
mately 30,000 senior high school 
students in the county. 

The realignment of school atten¬ 
dance areas would have resulted in 
all senior high schools being with¬ 
in a range of 9.1% and 28.1% black. 
At Parkdale, the percentage of 
blacks would have been around 
20 %. 

Under the plan, Parkdale would 
have lost 288 pupils to Largo Senior 
High, 196 pupils to Fairmounfc 
Heights Senior High, and 237 pupils 
to Bladensburg Senior High. Park- 
dale would have received 394 pupils 
from Largo Senior High and 304 
pupils from High Point Senior 
High. 

According to school board offic¬ 
ials, the plan countywise would 
hardly have affected the proportion 
of students bused (71%), but would 
have entailed longer bus rides, es¬ 
pecially for black students, in some 
cases ranging up to 12 miles more, 
for an average increase in distance 
of approximately 4.1 miles. As a 
general rule, the increase of a pu¬ 
pil’s travel time each way would 
not have been more than 12 min¬ 
utes, staff officials said. 

The proposed plan would also 
have entailed the adjustment of 
daily schedules in order to pro¬ 
vide the required school bus ser¬ 
vice. In the case of Parkdale, the 
sessions would have been 10 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. instead of 9 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. 

Additional costs would have also 
been involved because of the addi¬ 
tional mileage traveled and because 
of the additional runs that would 
have been needed to pick up 12th 
graders in neighborhoods where 
10th and 11th graders were going 
to other schools.

We should not tolerate any fur¬ 
ther delay by the GHI Board re¬ 
garding this important matter. The 
time has passed for the formation 
of any more committees on this 
matter or repeating of the same 
unanswered financial questions.

No Accounting for 20 Yrs.? 

To the Editor: 

It must seem a tiresome and re¬ 
petitive statement to many, my say¬ 
ing that our semiannual audit or¬ 
dered by our bylaws is not a com¬ 
prehensive financial audit. 

Two years ago I alerted Mr. Paul 
Beck, of J. Henry Oehmann and 
Co., to obvious discrepancies, in 
my opinion, in the Members’ Annu 
al Report. He seemed more amused 
than surprised, but gave me no ex¬ 
planation. 

Cresap, McCormick & Paget, Inc. 
(selected by Mr. Schwan, I was 
told, and represented by Messrs. 
Knapp and Hayman) were shown, 
by me, a steady pattern of increas¬ 
es, unexplained loans, and the al¬ 
location of member monies for in¬ 
vestment. 

It is a sad and frightening com 
mentary on the ethics of the ac¬ 
counting profession when many re 
gard these differences as common 
practices. 

Mr. Knapp’s plea to forget the 
past and look towards the future 
(T.A.A. 7% million dollar loan?) 
would be laughable, if it were not 
that GHI Co-op homes (1579) could 
be the pawn. 

The members have demanded a 
comprehensive financial audit by 
an accredited firm. It is later than 
you think. Even Mr. Oehmann stat 
ed the necessity of an accounting 
every 5 to 10 years. We have had 
none for 20 years. As for who 
should pay for same, let me remind 
Miss James that the members did 
not ask for a structural survey. We 
had all that information since 1967 
spelled out for us, excluding the 
package deal T.A.A. would like to 
sell. 

As for the monies to pay for 
same, we could start with the over 
$10,000 saving on trash collection 
budgeted at $75,271 instead of $65,052 
(consolidated of GHI, T.H. and 
GDC). There was no increase this 
year.

nil legal rights as persons. 

The purposes of the Festival 
Queen contest have been questioned 
m the past, and it has been sugges- 
ted, by several civic groups, that the 
honoring of an outstanding Green¬ 
belt citizen, rather than the select¬ 
ion of a Queen, would be more in 
keeping with the actual purposes of 
the Labor Day Festival, We agree! 

If, instead, the Festival is com¬ 
mitted to honoring adolescence, then 
we, as an organization devoted to 
the achieving of full equality be 
tween the sexes, suggest that a King 
also be selected. Using similar judg 
ing criteria, the King should be in 
late adolescence, have a good com¬ 
plexion, regular features, be well 
muscled and have shoulders broader 
than hips, be able to sing or dance 
well, and have a brilliant smile. This 
suggested criteria, though given 
with tongue in cheek, should serve 
to highlight the fact that contests 
such as this are ultimately demean¬ 
ing to both sexes.

City Scolded 

To the Editor: 

A little over a year ago, the city 
council of Greenbelt entered into 
an agreement with the developers 
of Greenbriar (a large apartment 
development planned for land just 
east of the Raltimore-Washington 
Parkway on Greenbelt Road). The 
agreement was essentially that in 
exchange for city approval of the 
developer’s special exception zoning 
request the developer would pro¬ 
vide the city with a letter of credit 
amounting to $95,000, a figure rep¬ 
resenting a price for 5 acres of 
undeveloped land adjoining the de 
velopment. 

In preparing for its upcoming 
court case appealing the special 
exception, the Save Our Comrnun 
ity Committee and their attorney 
in the case discovered that the let¬ 
ter of credit issued pursuant to 
the agreement with the city had 
expired on Aug. 9, 1972 — one year 
after the date of the agreement. 

Councilmember Rhea Cohen was 
present at the preparation meeting 
and immediately took action to de¬ 
termine whether the letter of cred¬ 
it was lapsed or renewable. Hope¬ 
fully, the City of Greenbelt’s inter 
est in this matter can be protected, 
but it seems Greenbelt never learns 
a lesson when it comes to dealing 
with developers. I am reminded of 
past agreements which turned out 
to be worthless and of instances 
where the city was thrown out of 
court because the time in which 
they must assert their rights had 
lapsed. 

Our city solicitor should have had 
a red flag on the expiration date 
of this agreement. Our city manag 
er should have kept himself and 
council alert and informed about 
Greenbelt’s interests. 

As for the Save Our Community 
Committee, we will just continue 
opposing this development. Maybe 
one of these days the city will join 
us.

Taxicab Fares Raised 

Effective August 7 taxicab fares 
in Prince Georges County were 
increased for the first time in four 
years. 

A single passenger fare for one 
mile within the county, currently 
set at 60 cents, were increased 
to 80 cents. For succeeding miles 
the fare rose from 50 cents to 
60 cents. Additional passengers 
will be carried within the county 
for 20 cents, and an additional 50 
cents outside the county. The in 
creases were authorized in an em 
ergency bill approved by the 
county council June 6 and signed 
into law by county executive Wil 
liam W. Gullett, June 23. 

The bill also establishes new rates 
for carrying pets or luggage in ex 
cess of two standard pieces. Wait 
ing time, and time travelled at less 
than 7 miles per hour will be charg¬ 
ed at an additional 10 cents per 
minute under the new law.

Five of those who served on 
Prince Georges County 11- woman 
Ad Hoc Committee to Study the 
Status of Women are residents of 
Greenbelt. They are: Kathleen 
Block, sociology instructor at the 
University of Maryland; Nan Fur- 
ioso, staff member of Montgomery 
County’s budget office, who coord¬ 
inated the committee’s reports; 
Vicki La thorn, federal employee 
and NOW activist; County Police 
Sgt. Carol Polley; and Beverly 
Stone, an attorney. 

This committee recently present¬ 
ed its report to the county council 
and recommended that a perman¬ 
ent Commission on Women be es 
tablished to help implement its 100 
recommendations. This Commission 
would develop an information of¬ 
fice for women to acquaint them 
with county services, investigate 
discriminatory conditions and pro¬ 
vide educational programs. 

In more than two months of 
study, hearings, telephone surveys, 
questionnaires and interviews, the 
Committee found discrimination 
against women in all areas — em 
ployment, education, housing, day 
care, medical services, assistance 
to the poor, and legal status. As a 
result the Committee also request 
ed legislation coupled with enforce¬ 
ment to further implement wom¬ 
en’s rights. 

County Councilor Gladys Spell 
man, who worked closely with the 
Committee, is preparing some of 
the Committee’s recommendations 
as legislation to present to the 
county council.

CITY NOTES 

A letter to the property owner 
of the Charlestowne Village develop¬ 
ment, Reiner, Lerner, Ammerman 
trustees, has been drafted by the 
city requesting cleanup of an area 
beyond the fence on the western 
side of the property. This area has 
been used by individual tenants, 
city officials believe, as a dumping 
ground for bulky discarded items 
such as children’s plastic play pools, 
rugs, and automobile seats. 

The letter informs the property 
owner of the city’s vacant lot or¬ 
dinance, passed last spring by coun¬ 
cil, which empowers the city, after 
due notice, to clean up private land 
which has become an eyesore and 
to charge the owner for the cost of 
cleanup.

They also cleaned out weeds 
and debris from the shrubbery bed 
on city-owned land between the 
underpass and the library.

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Kenilworth Intersection 
Study to Begin in 1973 

The office of the city manager 
has recently received a copy of the 
approved Five-Year State Highway 
Improvement Program (1973-77) 
for the area near Greenbelt. 

Of most concern to this city is 
the decision to move forward to 
1973 the preliminary engineering 
study, originally scheduled for 1976, 
for rebuilding the Kenilworth- 
Greenbelt Rd. intersection. Twenty 
thousand dollars has been ear¬ 
marked for this purpose. 

Another $10,000 has also been 
committed for preliminary engin¬ 
eering studies in 1973 for the ex¬ 
tension of Kenilworth Ave. from 
the Beltway to an intersection with 
U.S. 1 north of Powdermill Rd. The 
proposed extension will roughly 
parallel the present Edmonston 
Rd. on its west. 

Still a third preliminary engin¬ 
eering study scheduled for 1973 
deals with the extension of Md. 
193 (Greenbelt Rd.) as a four-lane 
highway from near DuVal High 
School to Md. 556. The new route 
will by-pass the Glendale Sanitar¬ 
ium. Construction funds for this 
extension are committed for 1974. 

1975 is the target date for re¬ 
construction of the bridge on U.S. 
1 over Paint Branch. Funds for 
land acquisition and preliminary 
engineering study are designated 
for 1974. 

Also included in the plan is the 
reconstruction as a four-lane high¬ 
way of Powdermill Rd. from Ed¬ 
monston to U.S. 1 A federal aid 
access road, Powdermill will also 
be widened west of U.S. 1 to its 
intersection with 1-95.
